PAID FIRE DEPARTMENT.

The Bill Reorgnnlzing the Fire Department.

The bill presented in Common Council yes-
terday by Mr. Hanna, chairman of the Com.
mittee on Fire Department, for a paid system,
provides that the department shall consist of
five Commissioners, one Chief Engineer, five
Assistant Engineers, and as wany foremen,
enginemen hosemen,and hook and-ladder men
as may be necessary; thut the Commissioners
shall be citizens of Philadelplia, aud elected
—two by Select Council and throe by Common
Qouncil—the minority in each chamber

being represented by a commissioner;
that the commissioners shall draw
for their respective terms of

oftice, two for the term of two years, and
three for the term of four years; that Coun-
cilg shall fill all vacancies in the Board as
they occur; that the Commissioners shall at
once organize a department, to consist of not
exceeding 22 steamers and 5 hook and lad-
der companies; that they shall have the
appointment of and control over all officers
and employes, and of the property of the
department; that they shall submit an
sonual report in January; that they shall
have anthority to it up and appropriate to
their use and of the omginesrs snitable
roows as offices, the expenses of which shall
be defrayed out of the funds apprepriated for
the use of the department; that they shall
elect a president, seoretary, and messenger,
the two latter to be members of the depart-
ment; the commissioners shall make all rules
and regulations for the geuernment, dis-
cipline and good order of the departmnent,
and for the extingnishment of fires; the
officers and members of the department shall
not be subject to removal on weeount of any
politioal, religious, or other sentiments en-
tertained by them, so long as snch opinion
or sentiment does not iuterfere with the
faithful and efficient dissharge of their duties
a8 members of the department; that the
salaries per annum of those composing
the depurtment shall be as follows: —Five
commissioners, $2000; chief engineer, £3000;
secrefary, $1200; wmessenger, F5300; assistant
engineers, H1000; enginemen, F1000; fire-
men, $800; tillermen avd drivers, $750; fore-
men, §4750; hose and hook and ladder men,
$460; that no other person than a voter shall
be a member of the department. Section
eleventh defines the duties of the Chief En-
gineer; every esgine company shall have an
eénginewan, one fireman, and vne driver, who
shall be permaneuntly employed, and also one
foremen and eight hosewen; every hook and
ladder cowmpany shall have one driver and
one tiller man, who shall bs permanently
ewployed, snd one forcman and ten wewm-
bers; the property of each engine company
shall consist of not less than one steamer,
one hose oarriage, 1000 feet of hose, four
horses, and other such apparatus ws the
Commissioners may desm necessary; the pro-
perty of each hook aund ladder eompany
sball consist of not less than one ladder
truck and all necessary ladders and imple-
ments and Lhree horses; the officers of the
; deparlment are authorized to exercise the
powers of police officers in going to, while
at, and returning from any fire.

The bill also confers upon the Commission-
ers the power to remove snch of the fire.
alarm sigosl boxes as may not be needed,
and locate the same and such others as they
shall deem necessary; to snspend any com-
pany from nctive service for violation ol the
rules and regulations, or dismiss them
from the department. It alse provides that
the sum of 400,000 be appropriated to the
commissioners for the purchuse of apparatus,
houses, and other property, and the mainte
nanoe of the department for 1571; the com-
missioners may lease such of the apparatus,
houses, and other property of the prosent fire
companies as they way deem necessary,

DEAPATUHES,

RUESIA'S DEMAND AND ENGLAND'S REPLY—
VOICE OF THE PEOPLE—AUSTRIA AND TURKEY
TIEEWISE PROTEST.

Loxpox, Nov. 17.—[Special to the New
York World.]—The peace at-any-price party
in the Cabinet find themselves unable to resist
the popular demand for war against Russia,
unless she recedes from her present position.
Earl Granville told Gladstone that they must
choose between yielding to the tide and going
out of office, and for the moment they have
yielded. The members who oppose the posi-
tion assumed by Granville in his reply to
Prince Gortschakoff are Messrs. Lowe, Child-
ers, Cardwell, Bruce and Ayrton. The truth
is, thut Granville sent his reply to Prince
G ortschakoffl in hot haste without consulting
his colleagues, and then informed that the
country was committed to his position, and he
could not and would not recede from it.

The Morning Post in an editorial to day says
the cause of Franee has now become the cause
of Europe.

All the neutral States are bound to assist
her to obtain a peace and leave her intact, or
aid her to continue the war, in order to hold
Prussia engaged, while England, Austria, Italy
and Turkey whip Russia into submission.
Either Prussis must sign an easy peace to
liberate her forces, or France, detaining them,
will show herself once more the saviour of
Europe.

The Standard of to-day has a bittor attack
on Russia and Prussia, who, it declares, have
conspired together to commit & monstrous act
of perfidy and violence, and an audacious con-
tempt of public morality, introducing chaos
and a series of endless wars, It proclaims that
the existence of an English ministry that dare
not give the right answer to this most insolent
challenge, would not be worth a week’s pur-
chase,

They say
the situation is undoubtedly grave, but before
an opioion can be formed the answer of Gorts-
chakoff must be known—which will not pro-
bably be for two weeks.

Granville’s dispatch was delivered by a
Queen’s messenger to Bir Andrew Buchanan,
at St. Petersburg, on Tuesday, and by him to
Gortschakoff on Wednesday., It is not ex-
pecled that he will reply instantly, nor is it
belicved that he anticipated an answer like that
he hag received.

It is also affirmed that although an under-
standing is believed to exist between Gort-
schakofl and Bismarck, that the former did not
consult Bismarck’s wishes as to the time of
promulgating this declaration, and that Bis-
marck desired to postpone, but Gortschakofl
thought himself in a position to force the
Chancellor’s hand. The second element ne-
cessary in estimating the probability of war is
the knowledge of Prussia’s exaet position,
which may not be obtainable immediately,
Bismarck was advised of Odo Russell’s mis-
sion, and it has since been announced that he
would be obliged to leave headquarters for a
short absence, on acconnt of his health and
to meet the Countess both at 8St. Poters-
burg and Versailles, it is therefore probable
that delays may occur., Anxiety ie expressed
to know whether the American government
wag privy to this step, of which its legations at
London and St. Potersburg are reported to
have been utterly unaware,

A correspondent at St. Petersburg tele-
graphs that the Russian note is universally ap-
proved there. All the papers contain sirong
articles, expressing hope of a peaceful resalt,
but stating that the country is ready for war if
necessary. The Golos demands a national
subscription to build a Black sea fleet. An
imperial ukase, issued yesterday, and pub-
lished to-day in the Official Journal, orders the
Rlu.-;aian navy to be recruited on the Prussian
lan.,

' The Paily News of to-morrow says: The
anti-Russian feeling in England, which was
dying away under the infloence of new ideas
of policy, and which was fast becoming an
obsolete prejudice, has suddenly revived in
more than wonted strength under the recent
action of the imperial government., The cir-
cular of Prince Gortschakof!f forces upon those
who hoped for better things to doubt, after
all, whether this great semi-Asiatic Power,
which occupies eastern Europe, really belongs
to our interpational system, acknowledging
the common obligations of Christian and civil-
ized nations.

Turkey was only comparatively the other day
brought within the public law of Europe,and
now Russia seems disposed to banish herselfl
fromit. A Power which discards its mostsolemn
pledges, as soon as an opportunity offers, goes
far to place itself beyond the range of diplo-
matic intercourse; and a nation which does
not acknowledge the force of treaties can only
be dealt with b{v force of arms, if it is to be
dealt with at all. The cool announcement
which Gortschakofl' makes, that the Emperor
withdraws from the treaty so far as it restricts
his rights in the Black Sea; that is, he declines
to fulfil the conditions by which he purchased
peace fourteen vears ago, he stands almost
alone, in recent times, in his flagrant violation
of personal and political good faith.
